Applicant remarks that Shih does not teach 2 phases; this cannot be conclusive without consideration of the new claims, but as far as the 
claiming of 2 distincts phases, Shih's method provides what Examiner perceives as a first part and a 2nd part separated by a card 
insertion; and this reads on the previous set of claims. Garney also provides similar steps separated in a manner as to 1) initializing the 
system and 2) recognizing and respond to an insertion; and until the claims clearly set the demarcating between what is first and what is 
second phase with adequate teachings per each phase, the prior art has fulfilled the 2 steps at issues. Hence, the subject matter 
previously claimed is not in condition for allowance and the latest amendments will not be entered for want of additional consideration 
and analysis..
